slightest clow or show any activity in 
the search for Leon. 


It was also declared by tho

ivith the murder. A.ny Chinaman 


who furnishes the slightest informa- 
tion that might be used as 
evidence 


against him is threatened with death. 


It is the belief of the 
police to- 


day that if the murder ot Dr. Chauu, 
the New York Chinese vice consul, 
had been delayed five hours, 
Leon 


Ling would now be in prison, unless 
he is dead, as many persons who have 
given the case serious -thought be- 
lieve. 


The Vice Consul was about to. lay 


complete information that he had ob- 
tained after diligent effort and much 
detective work in the Chinese Quar- 
ter, regarding the 
whereabouts 
of 


Leon Ling, when Wong Bow Cheung, 
the half wilted Chinaman, slipped in- 
to his office and shot him down.

away the red hearts. Thousands of 
cords had been burned or dumped in 
the lake to he rid of It. 


The red hearts were exactly what 


the brush maker wanted and at lit- 
tle more than the expense of freight 
he supplied his factory.. '

Not that a labor leader should never call a strike. God pity him if he 
hasn't the nerve when the time comes for him to do so. The right 
to protect should belong to every man. But the best labor leader' is 
the man who calls the fewest strikes, because he has the tact and the 
sense to settle the trouble without an industrial conflict. If war is 
hell, then strikes are "purgatory." 


Four-flushers and bluffers will not be considered, and the chap 


who has only the gift of gab will not have a look-in. 
AVe need men 


who regard the labor leader's job as a proposition that requires tlie 
exercise of good gray matter. Only the brainy fellow who can make 
fully as much money at his trade can make good on this job. It is 
no cinch.

If. the labor-leader is honest, he will nevertheless be slammed 


occasionally by both sides, but he will have the comfort of a clear con- 
science, and he will have the • satisfaction of knowing that some day 
he will be given the credit for sincerity of purpose.

contempt by all classes of men—Including himself—to the end of day.

The leader 
must be a statesman—not merely a politician. He must he an educa- 
tor—not simply an agitator. He must be a preacher of social right1

New Coin Has Been ,Issued From the 


Mint at Philadelphia 


Philadelphia,. lAlug. - 4—The 
'Lin- 


coln cent, the latest thing in united 
States coins and the first 
coin 
to 


bear the image of the head of one of 
our great statesmen, was first issued 
(rom the local mint on Monday. The 
coinage of the familiar Indian head 
cent was stopped last June. 


.Despite the fact that the banks de*- 


siring the new coins are required to 


the transportation charges from 


the mint, whereas the old pennies in 
amounts of more than $20 at a time 
were delivered free, the treasury de- 
partment at 
Washington 
has re- 


ceived orders for thousands of dol- 
lars' worth of these coppers. 


Shipments amounting' to 
$40,000 


were made from the mint 
to 
the 


various sub-treasuries and to banks 
on Monday. 
All of the -new pen- 


nies will be distributed 
from 
tne 


Philadelphia mint, which is the only 
one at which these coins are made. 


The obverse side of 'the new coin 


shows a bust of Lincoln as he ap- 
peared during the Civil War period, 
with "In God We Trust" at the top. 
On one side of the Lincoln bust ap- 
pears "Liberty," and on the other 
:he year of coinage.
